To grow perfect Lilies in your own garden, all you need 
is good drainage and several hours of sunlight each day. 
If you can plant ona slight slope—that's fine, but if not, 
all you have to do is mix some sand into the soil when 
planting.

After planting apply a good mulch of well-rotted cow 
manure, peat moss or compost. This keeps the soil cool 
and retains moisture.

well-drained soil, preferably one with sand and humus in it. 
Contrary to popular opinion, the roots of bulbs grow very 
deep. Give them at least six inches of fertile soil into which 
to grow. 

The depth at which to plant varies with the different spe- 
cies. Many gardeners plant bulbs too close to the surface 
where they are subject to alternate freezing and thawing, 
and where they may suffer from heat during the summer. 
Plant when the soil is fairly dry. 

There are two methods of getting the bulbs into the ground. 
One is to remove the soil to a desired depth, set the bulbs in 
place on the exposed surface, and then replace the soil. You 
would usually use this method if you wanted all the bulbs of 
the same variety to bloom at exactly the same time. The sec- 
ond method is to make a hole in the soil with a trowel for 
each individual bulb, place the bulb at the bottom and fill in 
soil over it. Using this method, you would not be likely to 
get all of your bulbs at exactly the same depth and, as a 
result, they would bloom in succession. 


TULIPS. Plant 6-8 inches deep and 5-6 inches apart in late October 
and November. 
HYACINTH. Plant 5-7 inches deep and 7 inches apart. 


HERALDS OF SPRING (Crocus). Plant 3 inches deep and 3 inches 
apart. Heralds of Spring will last for years with no special care. 


DAFFODIL (Narcissus). Plant 5-6 inches deep and 6-8 inches apart. 


LILIES. Lilies should have good drainage such as a gentle slope 
can provide. Candidum should be planted with not more than one 
inch of settled soil over the top of bulbs. All others should be 
planted about 5-7 inches deep. 


HOW TO PLANT BERRY BUSHES 


CURRANTS AND GOOSEBERRIES 


Set 2 or 3 inches deeper than in the nursery. Plant 4-5 feet 
apart and cut off half the tops. ; 


RED AND BLACK RASPBERRIES AND BLACKBERRIES 


Set plants 3-4 feet apart in rows 5-6 feet apart. If you are 
willing to sacrifice a few berries the first year for larger crops 
in future years, it is best to cut back all plants to about 
12 to 18 inches. 


BLUEBERRIES 


Set bushes 4-5 feet apart in rows 8-10 feet apart. Mulch with 
3-4 inches of sawdust or peat moss. Mix peat moss into the 
soil when planting and feed plants with Stern's Miracid. 


Planting Shrubs—Trees—Berries 


When planting, dig a generous-size hole, large enough and 
deep enough so that the roots will not be crowded, at least 
six inches wider than the root spread is a good idea. The 
sides should be straight (not saucer shaped), to allow for 
the easy growth of the root system. 

Put the good dirt to one side so it can be used about the 
roots. Be sure to loosen the soil in the bottom of the hole. Set 
your trees (except for dwarf trees; see special instructions 
which follow) 1 or 2 inches deeper than they were planted 
in the nursery; set.shrubs at about the same depth as in 
the nursery. Spread the roots out in a natural manner and 
fill in the good top soil around the roots. 

Note: After the hole is about half full, grasp the shrub or 
tree firmly and work it up and down slightly (only 1-2 inches) 
so that the soil is worked between all the fine roots. Add a 
litle more soil and tramp firmly with the foot. Now add 
water and, after it has soaked in, the rest of the soil can be 
put back in the hole—leaving a saucer-like depression to 
retain water. 


HOW TO PLANT BULB HOW TO PLANT SHRUBS 


po The culture of bulbs is simplicity itself. They must have a 


It is best to prune shrubs before planting as 
it is easier to do it then. This is also the only 
time the roots can be pruned, so any broken 
roots should be removed at this time. 

Cut off damaged or frayed roots just 
above the injury. Cut back the tops % to ¥%. 
See figure No. 1. Do not expose the roots to 
the air more than necessary. Soaking the 
roots in water or a Miracle-Gro solution for 
about one hour prior to planting will aid 
your plants in becoming established. 

For a most appealing arrangement, plant 
your shrubs in groups of three of one variety 
in informal groups as shown in sketch. Plant 
lower growing shrubs close together; large 
shrubs further apart. (See figure No. 2.) When planting a 
shrub border, be sure to plant lower shrubs in front—taller 
shrubs in the rear. It is best to use the taller varieties in 
corner plantings. The taller shrubs can then be surrounded 
by. small shrubs.

What to Plant: Dwarf or Standard Fruit Trees? 


Dwarf Fruit Trees should be preferred where space is limited. 
They are ideal garden-type of tree for city and suburban 
homes while Standard Fruit Trees should be planted where 
sufficient space is available.

{1) Spade your rose bed to a depth of at least 18 inches 
and work in some humus or decomposed manure. 


(2). Dig the hole large enough to accommodate the roots 
without crowding (cut away broken roots). Be sure 
the bud or graft is about 3 inches below the surface. 


(3) Once the plant is in place the soil should be packed 
firmly about the roots. Water thoroughly before put- 
ting on final top soil. 


PREVENT YOUR ROSES FROM BECOMING DRIED OUT 
AND PRUNE TO ENCOURAGE MAXIMUM BLOOM 


(1) When planting in the fall cut back stems about one- 
half and mound up earth around plant before ground 
freezes. Prune again in the spring leaving but 2 or 3 
stems with only 3 to 4 buds on each stem. 

(2) Fall planted roses should be well watered until the 
ground freezes. 


(3) Spring planted roses should be cut back to 2 or 3 

stems with 4 or 5 buds on each stem and mounded 

«slightly until growth starts. Water 205) plants thor- 
oughly until they become established.
